Black Belgian Hares. 

The development during the 
past four years of a pure black 
variety of Belgian hares has il- 
lustrated the value of variation 
in breeding domestic animals, 
and has demonstrated again the 
possibility of perpetuating a de- 
sirable variation. In 1898 a num- 
ber of pure bred Belgian bares 
were purchased by the then Di- 
rector of the Experiment Sta- 
tion. These were of Standard 
type, showing the rufous red 
colors and characteristic points 
of the breed. They breed free- 
ly, and several litters included 
one or two, sometimes three, 
dark or black colored young 
ones. The darkest and slickest 
of these were saved and on reach- 
ing maturity were bred together. 

The process of selection of 
the nicest specimens, and of re- 
jection of the others, has been 
continued, until now the rabbit- 
ry of the station includes a large 
number of jet black, glossy 
hares, which breed true to color 
and are fully as large and early 
maturing as the genuine rufous 
red breed from which they orig- 
inated.

DISCOVERED BY ACCIDENT. 

bow Asphalt Came to Be Uied for Street 
Pavemeata. 

All forms of bituminous pave- 
ments, whether manufacture! fnun 
natural or artificial asphalt, are in 
fact artificial stone pavements. The 
industry started with the iim- of the 
natural rock asphalt from the mines 
iu the Val de Travers. Canton Ncuf- 
ehatel, Switzerland. The mines were 
discovered in 1721, but it was in 18PJ 
that its utility as a road covering was 
first noticed. The ruck was then be* 
imr mined, says Municipal Journal 
and I'lnquirer, for the purpose 1,1 ex- 
tracting the bitumen contained iu it- 
for use. in medicine and art.-. It is 
a liuiestorie found impregnated with 
bitumen, of which it yields, on an- 
alysis, from 8 to 14 percent. 

1 1 was observed that pit 1 1 .- of rock 
which fell from the wagon were 
crushed bj the weight of wheels, and 
under Ihe combined influence of t^e 
traffic and heat of the sun a good road 
surface was produced. A macadam 
road of asphalt rock was then made, 
which «ave very good results, and 
finally, in lei-V}, a portion of tin Rue 
Bergere was laid in Paris of com- 
pressed asphalt on a concrete founda- 
tion. In 18.-.8 a still larger pimple 
was laid, and from that time it has 
been laid year by year in Pans. |',om 
Paris it extended to London, being 
laid on Threadneedle street in ih(S!>, 
and Cheapside in 1870. and in suc- 
cessive year? on oilier street:,.

There are a number of meth- 
ods of keeping eggs which are of 
com men ial importance. The 
large surplus which, if thrown 
upon the market during the sea- 
son of greatest production, would 
reduce prices so low as to entail 
loss to both producer and hand- 
ler are now well taken care of by 
cold storage. This process is 
certainly effectual in keeping the 
eggs for months in dormant con- 
ditiotv They must be fresh and 
good when placed in storage, 
however, for they are certainly 
not improved by the process. A 
method of managing eggs prac- 
ticed by one of the great packing 
houses of Chicago involves the 
removal of the contents /rom the 
shells and the putting up of the 
same in cans in liquid form, 
cither mixed or whites and yolks 
separately, for bakers' purposes. 
Only the finest of stock is used, 
and no preservative of any kind 
is employed. This method is in 
use on an extensive scale. An- 
other very effective process is 
that of drying the separate yolks 
and whites. If thoroughly and 
properly dried and kept drv, 
they may be held a very long 
lime before using. 

In studying the subject of 
preservatives the question nat- 
urally arises, what'are the causes 
of deterioration, staleness, mug- 
tiness and decomposition? The 
answer is simple enough. Fer- 
ments or germs cause changes 
in the contents of the eggs, and 
chemical changes follow that re- 
sult in the formation of liquid or 
gaseous compounds, which if 
continued, result finally in the 
offensive or "rotten" egg. To 
preserve the egg the germs 
must be destroyed, kept dor- 
mant, or their growth prevented 
in somejway. In most methods of 
preserving eggs it is desirable to 
exclude or sterilize the air, which 
may act as a conveyer of both 
germs and oxygen to the eggs. 
Fresh, infertile eggs, even after 
several days' subjection to the 
temperature of incubation, are 
fouud to have changed but 
slightly, and may be used for 
culinary purposes. A fertile 
eggs, which has been incubated 
even for a few hours, so that the 
chick embryo has started togrow 
and has then by any means died, 
soon decomposes under ordinary 
conditions. Among numero 
methods of preserving, two were 
found most satisfactory. 

In each test, unless other 
stated, fresh eggs, carefully 
gathered and cautiously handled 
were used. When the preserv- 
ative was in powdered form, 
clean, dry, unwashed eggs were 
used. When a liquid preserva- 
tive was employed, the eggs 
were, unless otherwise noted, 
previously carefully washed in 
clean water. Except in a few 
cases the receptacles used for 
holding the eggs were stone jars, 
each six and one-half inches 
diameter and seven inches in 
height and provided with stone- 
ware covers. For the parallel 
tests, unless otherwise stated, 
twenty eggs were selected, as 
uniform as possible in size, color 
of shell, and age; laid by fowls 
of one breed, treated alike as to 
food, range, care and manage- 
ment. During the trials the 
stone jars containing the eggs 
remained undisturbed upon the 
Hoor of a cellar closet where the 
temperature ranged from 62 to 
(egress F. in summer. The 
duration of trials was extended 
beyond the length of time usual- 
ly' required, in order to most 
thoroughly test the various 
methods employed. The two 
st methods are given in detail:

(>n May 18, 1899, twenty eggs 
of Leghorn fowls, laid during 
the live days from the 12th to 
16th of May, were carefully 
washed with water and placed in 
a st.me jar. The ten per cent, 
solution of water glass was 
poured over the eggs u util they' 
were completely covered by the 
liquid. The covered jar was 
placed on the floor of the cellar 
closet add left untouched until 
the end of the test. April 4, i*t00. 
Result: (iood, 100 per cent.; 
bad, 0 per cent. 

On opening the jar the water 
glass was found to have formed 
a white, gelatinous precipitate, 
which adhered more or less 
closely to the eggs. The shells 
of the eggs were very clean, ow- 
ny to the alkaline nature of the 
solution; Ihe air cells were not 
enlarged. Examination showed 
the whites of the eggs to be 
clear, but not so limited as those 
of fresh eggs. The yolks ap- 
peared normal in color and con- 
dition. The&ste of the eggs 
was slighf.lv Hat, or at least not 
perfectly fresh. The eggs had 
kept well for a period of ten 
months and seventeen days, and 
proved to be suitable for culi- 
nary use.

Method — One pound ol quick 
lime and one-half pound of table 
salt were thoroughly mixed with 
four quarts of boiled water. Af- 
ter slaking and settling, the 
clear solution was drawn off for 
use in the test. On May 18, '99, 
twenty Leghorn eggs, laid dur- 
ing the five days, May 12th to 
16th, were washed and placed in 
a stone jar, and the solution of 
lime and salt poured over them 
until all the eggs were fully sur- 
rounded and covered by the 
liquid. Result: Good, 100 per 
cent.; bad, 0 per cent. 

This jar was opened May 30, 
1900. The surface of the liquid 
was crusted and considerable silt 
had settled to the bottom of the 
jar. The shells of the eggs 
which were sunken in this silt 
appeared very fresh. The ex- 
teriors of the shells were clean 
and clear. The air cells were 
not increased in size. The whites 
and yolks were normal in appear- 
ance. The whites beat up nice- 
ly, but bad a slightly saline taste. 
Several used as dropped eggs 
appeared to be nice, but had a 
slightly sharp taste. This old- 
fashioned method of preserving 
eggs is thus again proved affec- 
tive. 

SUMMARY. 

Of the different methods test- 
ed in this series of experiments, 
the old way of using slaked lime 
and salt brine proved to be very 
effectual, and has also the advan- 
tage of being inexpensive. It 
also not difficult to practice. For 
a period of a few weeks only, 
smearing the eggs with vaseline 
may prove an effective method 
of preservation. In the place of 
vaseline almost any clean, greasy 
substance may be used. For a 
period of a few months only, 
packing in dry table salt is 
worthy of recommendation. Of 
all the substances experimented 
with, the water glass solution 
proved most worthy of recom- 
tion. The fourth series 
jriments showed that the 
water glass solution could be re- 
duced to three per.cent. and still 
retain its preserving quality. 
Water.glass can be obtained of 
Jruggistsat from forty to sixty 
:ents per gallon. It is easily 
manipulated.and thesolution may 
be repeatedly used. The eggs

should be completely immersed 
in the solution, and if any eggs 
float, an inner cover which will 
sink them below the surface of 
the liquid should be used. In 
several tests where the eggs 
were placed in stone jars in- 
verted saucers were used for 
this purpose. The expense for 
the water glass at sixty cents 
per gallon would amount to about 
two-thirds of a cent per dozen 
eggs. This does not include the 
expense of the jar or other re- 
ceptacle, which may be of stone- 
ware, glass or wood.

From the 
foregoing it follows as our con- 
clusion that money premiums at 
a poultry show are not good 
effect. They beget mercenary 
motives and tbii* degrade tbe 
sentiment, that enthusiasm to 
excel in quality of stock, which 
lends life to thoroughbred breed- 
ing. 

An association must have mon- 
ty to conduct a creditable ex 
hibition. A poultry organiza 
tion cannot afford to pay cash 
premiums. It is better to gi 
more care to the birds during the 
show iu the way of feed, water, 
clean coops, etc., and in this we 
must have the employment of 
suitable help during the show, 
An entrance fee is necessary 
both to raise revenue and bar 
out inferior quality of birds, be- 
cause it is quality we want and 
not quantity. It pays to have 
our birds in exhibition shape. 
Attention along this line will not 
only add to the exhibitor's chance 
to win, but will greatly add to 
the reputation of fine birds of 
the state. 

The trade and success of the 
industry depends much on the 
record the breeder makes 
different shows. 

Utility is something more 
our fowls than the production of 
beautiful plumage, eggs and 
eat. It is the gratifying of the 
highest sense of worth, the re- 
f excellence in the work 
performed, not the quantity, but 
the quality. In the labor of love 
n poultry culture, our under- 
tanding of utility is the pro- 
motion of that which shall ele- 
atethe soul of the worker
